Charges against pastor on hold

Two charges of gross inde¬ 
cency against the pastor of a 
Didsbury area church were 
stayed in Calgary provincial 
court last week. 

Pastor Mark Prokopetz of 
Mountain View Missionary 
Church, east of Didsbury, had 
been charged Nov. 22 as the 
result of complaints filed in Port 
Coquitlam, B.C. alleging that 
two boys, aged 14 and 15 at the 
time, had been fondled in 
1984. 

Pastor Prokopetz was re¬ 
leased from custody last 
Wednesday after the Crown 


Father Lacombe Centre near 
Fish Creek Park. 

He elected to be tried by 
judge on jury on the fraud 
charge. 

Rev. Prokopetz had been 
employed as head of the main- 
tainence department at the 
Father Lacombe Centre before 
moving to Didsbury as pastor of 
the Mountain View Missionary 


decided against proceeding 
with the charges at this time. 

The 34-year-old minister 
was arrested at his home by 
Didsbury RCMP on Nov. 21, 
acting on warrants issued by 
Calgary City Police. 

He is also charged with 
fraud in connection with the 
disappearance of $6,000 worth 
of building materials from 


media unless the accused is 
convicted. 

"Once a charge has been 
laid, the accused is guilty in the 
public's eye," one Didsbury 
lawyer said. "The papers never 
report when he's found not 
guilty."

Vehicles 
lose battle 
to icy road

Didsbury fire department 
responded to two calls for help 
Saturday as black ice sent 
motorists reeling along 
Highway 2. 

The first call at about 10:30 
a.m. was to assist Mountain 
View Ambulance in an accident 
involving a bus and a car. 

"We never did find it." said 
fire chief Cary Halfyard. "Ap¬ 
parently one of the vehicles 
had rear-ended the other and it 
was cleared up by the time we 
got out there." 

The second call, about two 
hours later, was to further assist 
Mountain View Ambulance 
with a second traffic accident 
near the Didsbury overpass. 

"A southbound vehicle 
somehow ended up on its roof 
in the northbound lanes," said 
Halfyard. Four occupants were 
taken to Mountain View Health 
Care Centre by a passing 
motorist. 

Their identities and the ex¬ 
tent of their injuries were not 
known. 

"The highway was pretty 
well bare most of the way ex¬ 
cept in some open areas where 
the blowing wind was creating 
patches of black ice," said 
Halfyard.

Progress on new 
sewer line 


— Work to be completed in spring

Work on a new sewer line 
in southwest Didsbury is 60 to 
70 per cent complete, said 
Chiet Administrative Officer 
Mike Storey at the town office 
Friday. 

The contractor [Blue-Con 
Excavating of Calgarv) is mop¬ 
ping up their operations on the 
weekend,” Mr. Storey said. 

The remainder of the work 


is expected to be completed in 
the spring. 

The $745,000 line, deemed 
necessary to control on going 
flooding problems in the area, 
runs east of 2 3rd Street, along 
12th Avenue to the town's sew¬ 
age lagoon on the eastern 
boundary. 

The new line has been laid 
from east to west, starting at the 
lagoon and reaching an area 


along 12th Avenue, south of 
Cole's Feed Mill. 

A tie-in will be made at 21st 
Street and 15th Avenue. 

The new 18-inch line re¬ 
places a 10-inch line along 15th 
Avenue. Engineers and town of¬ 
ficials are confident the bigger 
line will be able to handle the 
sometimes heavy flow from the 
downtown, Southridge and 
Westhill areas.

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Where 
are those 
cards?

Lately I've been thinking of calling my mother. Dollar signs 
have been dancing in my head. 

It's about those great card collections I used to have. 

They started with baseball in the mid-fifties. Then there was 
hockey, Elvis, Davy Crockett and Zorro. 

"Any idea where those are Mom?'' 

Don't tell me, I know. Ford, Berra, Mantle, Maris, Williams, 
Campanella, Hodges, Reese, Podres, Koufax, Kaline, Clemente, 
Aaron, Mathews, Mays, Dusty Rhodes all rotting in some landfill. 

A veritible fortune in today's market. 

Back in 1956, my friends and I didn't think those cards were 
worth anymore than the five cents we'd spend for a pack of five, in¬ 
cluding great Topps bubblegum. In fact, the bubblegum was almost 
as good as the cards. Tasted better too. 

But we still recognized the big guns. When my friend George 
came up with Ted Williams, I nearly drooled all over it. Williams' 
card showed he'd hit better than 500 home runs, only a couple of 
hundred back of the Babe. The Splendid Splinter had been the last 
player to hit more than .400 in a season. 

George was a big Yankee fan and he wanted almost my entire 
Yankee collection, which included the very popular Yogi Berra. As 
10-year-olds we found his name very amusing. 

But George drove a hard bargain. He wanted Berra, the left- 
handed Yankee ace Whitey Ford and Gil McDougald, the clutch' 
shortstop. 

I hated the Yanks but we were talking championship 
bloodlines. And I loved this crazy smile Berra wore. 

George wouldn't settle for less than a three-for-one deal. But I 
couldn't give him all those damn Yankees. 

I suggested Berra, Ford and (wait for it), jimmy Greengrass. 

Greengrass wasn't a Yank. In fact, he was a long way from 
pinstripes. He was a utility infielder (that's what they used to call 
second-stringers) who'd bounced around with St. Louis and Cincin¬ 
nati. And he was one of those players who seemed to pop up in 
about every second pack of cards I bought. I had at least seven of 
them. 

Somehow, George hadn't been so lucky. He didn't know Jim¬ 
my Greengrass from Gus Triandos. But he liked the name and 
agreed to the deal: Berra, Ford and the great Jimmy Greengrass for 
Ted Williams, the greatest leftfielder and left-handed hitter the Red 
Sox would ever know (with apologies to Yaz). 

I think Goerge got even a month or two later when I dealt an 
unknown lefty named Koufax for Hank Sauer, the old Cubbie. Hank 
was pretty well washed up a year later while Sandy Koufax went on 
to become a Hall Of Fame Dodger. 

I had these stacks of cards around my room, usually under my 
bed and there didn't seem to be any attempt to organize them as 
they do now. Or that my have been my formerly messy nature. 

Hockey cards were an easier matter. There were only six teams 
and if you didn't have the full set by February, you were really slow. 

The Crockett, Elvis and Zorro cards fell somewhere in the ab¬ 
breviated off-season between baseball and hockey and helped fill 
the bubblegum void. 


Use Heritage Fund to pay down debt

Dennis Anderson, Minister 
of Alberta Consumer and Corpor¬ 
ate Affairs has announced the 


government-wide Plain Lang¬ 
uage Program which was recently 
approved by Cabinet The Alber¬ 
ta Government has an obligation 
to communicate to the public in a 
way they can understand and this 
program aims to ensure that 
public documents are written in 
clear and precise language 
Government departments will be 
encouraged to use plain language 
in their day-to-day writing, and 
will be required to have forms, 
educational materials and regula¬ 
tions in plain language according 
to a timetable established by 
Cabinet 

This timetable requires all 
correspondence to the public to 
be in plain language by Dec 31, 
1992 By Dec. 31, 1993 all 
applications and forms will be in 
plain language and by Dec. 31, 


1994 all education and promo¬ 
tional materials will be in plain 
language By Dec. 31, 1995 all 
regulations requiring Ministerial 
approval must be written in plain 
language Five years from now, 
that is by Dec. 31, 19%, all 
remaining public documents will 
be in more clear and concise 
language. 

Some departments have 
already been working on clarify¬ 
ing forms and legislation One of 
the first steps taken was the 
passing of the F inancial Consum¬ 
ers Act in J une of 1990. This Act 
is written in plain language and 
by 1992 will require plain 
language from those it regulates 
which is a first in the Common¬ 
wealth. Other departments are 
drafting annual reports, regula¬ 
tions and some forms using the 


principles of plain language-- 
clearly understandable words 
and a readable format. 

In addition, the process for 
developing government-wide 
plain language seminars has 
begun These seminars will deal 
with writing techniques which 
focus on the specific audience 
receiving information and will 
also eliminate jargon which is so 
often found in government 
documents. 

The private sector is also 
interested in plain language 
initiatives. For example, the 
Alberta Real Estate Association 
is already developing new real 
estate documents which will be in 
use next year The Consumer's 
Association of Canada (Alberta) 
has developed a plain language 
home renovation contract. This is 


confirmation that we can make 
contracts and written materials 
easier for everyone to understand 
and use. 

Alberta's plain language 
program is an innovative and 
progressive tool challenging bus¬ 
iness and all levels of govern¬ 
ment across the country to use 
plain language for the creation of 
a more open and fair market¬ 
place. I look forward to participa¬ 
ting in this government-wide 
program which will improve the 
quality of service, reduce errors 
and benefit all Albertans.

Farm rallies confirm growing crisis 


Farm rallies held across the 
Prairies have confirmed the 
validity of farm organizations' 
earlier warnings about the 
growing income crisis in the 
grain sector, according to Uni¬ 
farm President Hartmann Nagel. 
Attendance at the rallies by 
thousands of farmers also has 
demonstrated clearly that pro¬ 
ducers can work together to send 
a loud and clear message to 
governments and the public at 
large, he says. 

The head of Alberta's 
general farm organization says 
Unifarm will press for speedy 


delivery of the recently announc¬ 
ed federal aid program Noting 
that Ottawa's offer covers just 
over half of the $1.3 billion 
identified by farm groups as the 
minimum required to deal with 
the Prairie cash crunch, Nagel 
says the provincial government 
has been asked to make up the 
balance required in this province. 

Nagel says Unifarm has 
urged the provincial government 
to fully re-instate the Farm Fuel 
Distribution Allowance program, 
the Fertilizer Price Protection 
Plan and the Farm Credit 
Stability Program 


The Unifarm president, who 
has personally attended most of 
the rallies held in Alberta, says 
the anger, the frustration and the 
impatience shown by most 
farmers and the resignation 
displayed by some should be easy 
to understand. Prairie farm 
organizations have been working 
to end the burgeoning crisis since 
the mid 80's when E urope began 
practicing economic terrorism, 
Nagel says. He points out that 
through the combined efforts of 
established organizations about 
$2 2 billion was pumped directly 
into the grains, oilseeds and 


(some) special crops sectors over 
a two year period through the 
Special Canadian Crains Pro¬ 
gram to offset some of the price 
decline caused by the E uropean/ 
United States trade war 

The job is to get emergency 
aid in place now and, at the same 
time, remind taxpayers that 
primary producers receive negli- 
ible amounts for the nutritious 
high quality ingredients that go 
into the nation's food supply, and 
that the grain sector contributes 
about $5 8 billion to the country's 
balance of trade, says Nagel In 
the longer term producers must 


continue to be active in planning 
for any orderly adjustments that 
might be required. Producers 
must also stick together in 
insisting that Ottawa take a firm 
stand in the CATT talks in an 
effort to bring an end to the 
insanity of the trade war 

Producers themselves can 
have a major voice in determin¬ 
ing whether the current crisis is 
to become a disaster, or it is to be 
seen as a challenge to be met and 
overcome by co-operative effort, 
the Unifarm president says

"Low prices have arrived 
and may be with us for some time 
to come," says Ron Gietz.

100 hogs at 1.10 per kilogram 
(dressed) in November, and 
$1 05 for December and January. 
Year ago prices were $1 47 for 
November and slightly lower at 
$1 40 for December

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East Olds survey completed 


as many may be aware, the 
East Olds Study Committee 
completed a survey of community 
residents over the summer 
months and into early fall. The 
purpose of this survey was to 
examine the nature of change 
and development in the neigh¬ 
borhoods and to identify impor¬ 
tant issues and concerns in order 
that community assets may be 
enhanced, preserved and/or de¬ 
veloped in East Olds 

Preliminary results have 
been completed with a total of 84 
households participating in sur- 
very interviews. The cooperation 
of respondents and interviewers 
is much appreciated This num¬ 
ber represents approximately 20 
percent of the total number of 
households in East Olds; and 
further approximately 70 percent 
of these households were home- 
owners and 30 percent were 
renters. The purpose of this 
survey was to identify areas of 
concern residents may have 
about the unique and historical 
character of their community. 

The following summarizes 
preliminary findings of the 
survey: 

Appreciation of East Olds 

When asked to choose the 
most important things residents 
appreciate about living in East 
Olds, the majority of respondents 
indicated: Mature trees and 
plantings, proximity to down¬ 
town, quiet and established 
neighborhoods. Additionally, af¬ 
fordable housing was identified 
as another asset in East Olds 


Areas of Concern 

When asked what are the 
areas which cause the most 
concern about living in E ast Olds; 
the majority stated traffic flow 
through the neighborhoods was a 
problem. Related to traffic flow, 
large truck movement and 
parking were identified as areas 
of concern High on the list were 
the level of lane and street 
maintenance and the visual 
impact of commercial or business 
areas Additionally, concern 
about the lack of maintenance 
and repair of buildings and 
property was noted 
Areas to be Enhanced or Created 

From the survey respond¬ 
ents identified areas that they 
would like to see enhanced or 
created in their neighborhood 
These include: developing a 
sense of community, creation of 
more small businesses (such as 
bed and breakfasts, tea houses or 
galleries) and there was support 
for historical and botanical 
walking tours in E ast Olds. There 
was concern by some that the 
historical nature of the buildings 
and trees must be preserved and 
therefore, a balance must be 
struck if such small businesses 
were created in order that they 
respect these community assets 
while promoting the unique 
architectural and botanical char¬ 
acter of the neighborhoods 
Community Association 

When questioned about sup¬ 
port for a community association, 
the majority of residents survey¬ 
ed were in favor There was also

The support of the Minister 
of Tourism, Don Sparrow and the 
active assistance of Alberta 
Tourism staff, has encouraged 
the three zones to proceed with 
their initiative and to form the 
Central Alberta Tourism Market¬ 
ing Authority. 

Utilizing existing expertise 
and logistical support, the 
Marketing Authority is managed 
and operated by staff delegated 
from the three tourist zones and 
is directed by a steering 
committee, drawn from the 


Executive Boards of Directors of 
each zone. Funded by the three 
zones, participating communities 
and private business, this organ¬ 
ization presents a unique oppor¬ 
tunity for the cross promotion of a 
wide range of both local and 
regional events, facilities and 
attractions. 

Covering an area that lies 
between Calgary and Edmonton 
and extending to the E astern and 
Western boundaries of the 
province, the Central Alberta 
Tourism Marketing Authority is 
currently drawing up the Terms 
of Reference for a strategic plan 
which will give direction for the 
development and marketing of 
motor coach tours in Central 
Alberta 

In addition, CATMA, in 
close cooperation with Alberta 
Tourism, will act as an umbrella 


organization for the three zones 
in the conduct of many of their 
promotional programs and proj¬ 
ects, both within and outside of 
the province. Current programs 
under discussion include a 
Central Alberta Lure Brochure 
and Tour Guide Package and 
plans are already in place for 
CATMA to represent Central 
Alberta at the National Tour 
Association's Spring Tour and 
Travel Exchange in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma. 

The good economic sense 
behind this interzone initiative is 
self evident and the partnership 
opportunities that it will offer 
communities, product specific 
routes or regions and private 
enterprise, will greatly enhance 
the promotion of tourism in 
Central Alberta in the years to

Municipal Services, Property Tax 

When asked about their 
perception regarding a compari¬ 
son between the level of 
municipal services received in 
East Olds and other residential 
areas in town, 35 percent felt that 
it was a lower level (within a 
range of higher to lower), 38 
percent also stated that they were 
somewhat satisfied with the taxes 
paid for the services received on 
a scale identifying levels of 
satisfaction. 

Potential Development 

The majority of residents 
indicated interest in receiving 
information in the form of 
brochures about the care and 
maintenance of mature trees and 
landscaping Other areas of 
interest were restoration and care 
of older buildings and about the 
history of individual residences 
An additional response stated 
interest in community history 
By-Law Enforcement 

When asked about enforcing 
and/or strengthening by-laws 
regarding the operation of 
businesses in the residential 
areas the overwhelming response 
was in favor Respondents 
indicated they would support 
screening of industrial areas and 
control of toxic emissions 

Support for controlling park¬ 
ing of trailers and oversized 
vehicles in the neighborhoods 
also received majority suptxxt by 


residents of the survey In order 
to deal with other problem traffic 
concerns (such as truck routes, 
parking regulations and speed 
limits), those surveyed indicated 
that they would like the existing 
by-laws enforced The majority of 
respondents indicated that they 
would like to see a minimum 
maintenance standard by-law 
introduced for residential build¬ 
ings and property 

In order to preserve build¬ 
ings of historical significance, 
just under fifty percent of the 
residents stated that they favor 
by-laws or regulations Approxi¬ 
mately the same percentage 
indicated that they favor volun¬ 
tary guidelines for the architec¬ 
tural design of new buildings in 
the area. These type of guide¬ 
lines could propose that new 
developments "fit" the existing 
architectural character of the 
neighborhood Again approxi¬ 
mately the same percentage felt 
that proper maintenance and care 
of mature trees and plantings 
would be achieved through 
educational programs 

Other comments received in 
this section of the survey 
included; re-routing the truck 
route to the north side of town 
and that some residents would 
like more information about 
existing Town By-Laws which 
affect residential living 

When asked an overwhelm¬ 


ing (almost 90 percent) majority 
of those surveyed were in favor of 
installation of railway crossing 
arms on Highway 27. 

Other areas which were not 
included in the survey but which 
residents indicated as areas or 
situations of concern ranged from 
the need for a cat and dog by-law, 
to development of a convenience/ 
grocery store in East Olds. 

Approximately 30 percent of 
those homeowners who coopera¬ 
ted in the survey indicated that if 
they were to purchase another 
home in Olds, they wpuld again 
choose to locate in East Olds 
Approximately 20 percent of the 
renters surveyed stated that if 
they were to purchase a home in 
Town, it would be also be in E ast 
Olds A majority of the respond¬ 
ents are long time residents 
having lived in East Olds from 
five to over twenty years and 
many of those residents live in 
homes built prior to 1940 
(approximately 40 percent). 

While the findings of the 
East Olds Resident Survey are 
not representative of all commun¬ 
ity households, the results are 
important and reflect significant 
attitudes and concerns about 
those who participated More 
detailed information regarding 
the survey results will be 
available in an upcoming report 
to follow after new year

In the last two articles I have 
talked about environmental is¬ 
sues that have affected the cattle 
industry. In the first one I spoke 
about methane gas and in the 
second article I spoke about cattle 
being criticized for stealing food 
from the world's hungry. 

Raising cattle has been 
criticized for wasting land and 
water Only 1/32 of the earth's 
surface is suitable for agricul¬ 
ture The remainder is ocean, 
desert, swamp or is too cold or 
rocky to farm The other 
interesting fact is 35% of the 
cultivated soil in the world is 
deteriorating We are losing 
topsoil in the Canadian prairies 
alone at a rate of 3 million tonnes 
per year This topsoil is being lost 
through wind and water erosion 
and by the loss of organic matter 
Another problem in Western 
Canada is increasing soil salinity. 
Many of these things are directly 
related to the fact that we plowed 
up the grasses and legumes that 
were natural to this area, 
bulldozed down the trees and 
shrubs and started to farm these 
lands. 

If we put this land back into 
grass, we know that some of 
these problems will be prevent¬ 
ed F or example, we know that by 
seeding cultivated land into 
perennial forages, a good per¬ 
centage of the wind erosion can 
be stopped This is also true with 
water erosion. We know that 
by planting some legumes and 
deep rooted plants like that 
around saline seeps, that the 
saline situation can be stopped 
Now it comes back to the 
problem, what do we do with 
these forages? We have to have 
livestock, mainly ruminants, to 
eat them I could argue that we 
could replant a lot of cultivated 
land back into forages and 
natural grasses and just leave it 
so that it would return to their 
natural state In fact, lack of use 
makes these lands much less 
productive than well managed 
use. 

The other thing that comes 
into this is that there is a large 
engergy saving factor If present 
cultivated lands are in perennial 
forages, harvested by livestock, 
the actual energy expended on 
those lands is going to be a lot 
less. 

The criticisims in water

against raising cattle have been 
that cattle use too much water 
and are inefficient users of water 
The figures that they come up 
with are somewhere in the range 
of 2,500 gallons to raise a pound 
of hamburger The people who 
came up with this are calculating 
a number of things that are a 
little bit off base In fact, it has 
been shown through research 
that it takes approximately 29 
gallons of water to produce one 
kilogram or 2 2 pounds of 
hamburger If we want to look at 
what we waste in comparison to 
cattle waste, flushing the toilet 
takes five gallons A five minute 
shower, without the flow restric¬ 
tion, uses 30 gallons of water 
The argument that cattle are 
wasters of water is not very 
substantial. 

One of the arguments is that 
the processing plants use a lot of 
water to clean carcasses, etc. If 
we look at the water in these 
processing plants, this water is 
filtered and recycled and used in 
other aspects i.e. water irriga¬ 
tion, etc Certainly cattle can be 
polluters of water I don't think I 
have to explain that, we can leave 
that to our imaginations. One 
product that would come in here 
is nitrates. With all the water 
testing done, there is very little 
water contamination by animal 
waste. 

That is not to say that this 
won't be a problem in the future, 
or the management of that 
animal waste does have to be 
carefully monitored 

I think what I've gone 
through in this series of articles 
and talking about animal welfare 
and cattle and the environment, 
has briefly given people an idea 
of some of the issues that are 
facing the cattle industry. These 
are not issues that are going to go 
away. These are issues that are 
going to become larger We 
depend on the consumer and the 
onus is on us as producers to 
carry on producing an excellent 
product and to make sure the 
consumer is aware that the 
practices that are carried out in 
producing this product are 
indeed good and sound. E ach and 
every one of us can probably sit 
down and have a look at our own 
particular operation and maybe 
just do a little audit on it to make 
sure that we are as environmen¬ 
tally and welfare sound as we 
claim
